Surveyors Find No Physical 
Obstacle to the Construction 
of the Road; Sam Sagoff 
Building Road 

Mr. Frank Grindley, engi¬ 
neer in charge of the Coleman 
to the Gap road survey an¬ 
nounces that the survey has 
been completed. Several of the 
junior technicians on the sur¬ 
vey party returned to University 
on September 17. These include 
Walter Begg, Ben Van Hees, 
and Happy Bearisto. 

Mr. Grindley and his party 
have found no physical obstacle 
to the construction of the road 
but rainfall earlier in the sum¬ 
mer hampered the survey. 

Mr. Sam Sagoff, well known 
Coleman contractor, is building 
the road under the supervision 
of Mr. Irvin Frew and Mr. Rowe, 
of the Forestry service. 

A pioneer road has been 
shoved through by a bulldozer 
but this is not passible to or¬ 
dinary vehicles. The road heads 
north from Coleman to a sum¬ 
mit at the top of Blairmore 
creek and then drops into Vic- 
ary Creek. The east bank of 
Vicary was too rocky and pre¬ 
cipitous so the route crossed 
over to the west bank and 
thence down to the Racehorse. 
The road will then go down 
the Racehorse into the Gap 
Ranger station.

Expect Muni ipal Hospital To Be 
Ready To Receive Patients In L, 
December 


Plasterers Expected to be Finished in Two Weeks 
Electricians Installing Electrical Equipment; Dec*K 
orators Soon on Job; Matron to Commence Duties ' 
On November 1 


Work on the Crows Nest Pass 
Municipal hospital has been 
long and slow but the end would 
appear to be in sight. It is the 
fond hope of the Board that it 
might receive the keys to the 
building about the middle of 
December and have patients ad¬ 
mitted to the Pass’ new and 
modern 60-bed hospital a day 
or two later. 

The plasterers are now work¬ 
ing on the ground floor after 
having completed the two top 
floors, the terazzo floor men 
should soon be finished their 
work which has lasted several 
weeks, the electricians are fol¬ 
lowing up work gangs ahead of 
them and last week installed 
heavy power meters and a few 
light fixtures to permit evening 
work. 

On the top floor the final con¬ 
crete floor was laid in all wards 
and the corridor. The doors will 
be hung on this floor within a 
short time and then all will be 
in readiness for the decorators 
to start their work. Equipment 
such as baths, sterilizers, etc, 
have as yet to be installed on 
this floor. 

Basing their hopes on a De¬ 
cember opening the Board mem¬ 
bers advertised last week in four 
provincial dailies for a nursing 
superintendent, duties to com¬ 
mence on November 1. The lady 
who gets the job will have her 
work cut out for her in employ¬ 
ing her staff and getting the 
hospital organized. The Board 
has purchased much linen in 
bulk and it is probabfe that the 
nursing superintendent will 
have to seek the assistance of 
several ladies’ organizations in 
the Pass to come to her aid in 
making sheets and pillow cases 
as well as towelling. 

Many applications for various 
positions in the hospital have 
been received by the Board, 
However it is likely that the 
Board will give the applications 
to the matron and give her as¬ 
sistance in securing her staff. 

At the next meeting of the 
Board discussion is expected to 
be given plans on the official 
opening of the building. While 


no thought has been given toi 
the official opening at this date 
it is probable that some of the 
officials of the provincial Dept, 
of Health in addition to Pass 
municipal officials will be in¬ 
vited to take part in the official 
opening. 

All heavy equipment has been 
ordered months ago and much 
of it is either stored at the hos¬ 
pital site or is being stored at 
various points in east and west¬ 
ern Canada. 

The recent co-operation of 
the province of Alberta with the 
federal government in the lat¬ 
ter’s Health Program meant a 
great deal to the ratepayers of 
the Crows Nest Pass. The Feder¬ 
al Government and the provin¬ 
cial government will give dollar 
for dollar with each other up to 
$500 per bed on all new hospital 
construction since April 1, 1948. 
The local Municipal hospital 
had only been half completed as 
at April 1 so that financial aid 
should be forth coming from 
the senior governments. Just 
how much aid will be received 
was to be given consideration at 
a meeting held in Edmonton 
yesterday. 

Elks’ Ward 

Shortly after the hospital pro¬ 
ject got underway Blairmore 
Lions Club sought the permis¬ 
sion of the Board to furnish a 
ward. This permission was 
granted. However this was in 
1944. 

Last week Coleman Elks ap¬ 
proached the hospital secretary 
seeking costs on furnishing a 
public ward. A public ward is a 
four bed ward and furnishings 
run into considerable money. 
The report is to be taken back 
to the next meeting of the club 
and it was evident from the 
committee’s remarks that Cole¬ 
man Elks will definitely furnish 
a ward whether it be a four or 
two bed ward will only await the 
decision of the membership as 
a whole. _ 

Should the Elks furnish a 
ward the Board will provide a 
bronze plaque for the ward 
which will bear an inscription 
stating the furnishings are a 
gift of Coleman Elks.

THE PLACE OF RESEARCH IN THE national economy has become 
increasingly important. During the war, the value of research work was 
recognized in all countries and it was shown that well trained scientists, 
given adequate facilities and financial support, were able to make great 
contributions toward solving many of the most complex problems of the 
times. A notable example of this was the opening, up of the great new 
field of atomic energy, a development which might not have taken place 
for many years yet had not scientists been given the resources and support 
to carry on intensive research work, with the object of producing the 
atomic bomb.

creased. The Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of Reconstruction and Supply, 
recently announced that the Canadian government now spends more than 
$40,000,000 annually on research and scientific activity.Mn 1946, the amount 
allocated to this work was $30,000,000 and in 1945 it was $38,000,000. In 
1938, only $6,000,000 was allowed for this purpose, showing the expansion 
which has taken place since that time. Of the $40,000,000 spent this year, 
it is estimated that $34,000,000 will be used for research ffnd development 
work, of which $6,000,000 will be spent on construction and purchase of 
equipment.

In his report Mr. Howe drew attention to the fact 
that during the last years of the war, research and 
othei scientific work for military purposes was 
three or four times greater than that done for 
civilian purposes. Now, however, it is expected that two-thirds of the 
annual expenditures will be devoted to problems related to the country’s 
peacetime economy. In addition to the work which is being done under 
the auspices of the Dominion government, $5,000,000 is being spent bV the 
governments of eight provinces for scientific work on matters which are 
within their own jurisdiction. The per capita expenditure for each prov¬ 
ince for this work is: Ontario 82 cents, Nova Scotia 43 cents, British Col¬ 
umbia 42 cents, Prince Edward Island 37 cents, New Brunswick 36 cents, 
Alberta 33 cents, Saskatchewan 27 cents, and Manitoba 26 cents. Quebec’s 
expenditure was not announced. These reports indicate that support for 
scientific research and development in Canada is increasing and this will 
undoubtedly mean that there will be progress in agriculture, medicine, in¬ 
dustry and other matters essential to the welfare of the nation.

In a recent issue of the “Leth- 
bridgq Herald”, there appeared 
an account of the of the musical 
activities of teachers and pupils 
of the Crows Nest Pass. Earlier 
in the year, music lovers in the 
Pass heard of the success of 
these pupils in the festival held 
in Lethbridge. The writer won¬ 
ders if it would not be possible 
for local people to hear these 
students perform at a festival 
such as was held annually in 
Blairmore until restrictions re¬ 
sulting from war conditions 
made it impracticable.

SPRAINS: 

When, by sudden wrench or twist, the ligaments and the parts around a joint are stretched or torn, Ihe joint 
is said to be sprained. 

SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS: 

1. Pain at the joint. 

2. Inability to use the joint without increasing the pain. 

3. Swelling and, later, discoloration. 

TREATMENT: 

1. Place the limb in the most comfortable position and prevent any movement. 

2. Expose the joint and apply a firm bandage. 

3. Wet the bandage with cold water and keep it wet. 

4. When this ceases to give relief, take the bandage off and re apply it. 

In all doubtful cases treat as a fracture. 

STRAINS AND RUPTURED MUSCLES: 

When, during severe exertion, muscles or tendons are over-stretched they are said to be straim d; or, if they 
are actually torn, they are described as ruptured. A so called strain in the grain (hernia) is an injury of a totally 
different nature. 

SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS: 

1. A sudden sharp pain at the seat of injury. 

2. When the muscles of a limb are strained they mav swell and cause severe cramp. 

3. Further exertion is difficult or impossible; for example, if the strain has occurred in the back the 
patient may be unable to stand upright. 

TREATMENT: 

1. Place the patient in the most comfortable position, and afford support to the injured part. 

2. Apply a hot compress.

|l Storing Vegetables For Winter 

N OW is the time to think of storing away those surplus vegetables for the 
winter, or at least beginning to make preparation for their storage. 
It is useless to wait until the cold weather is on you, then find no place 
ready to receive them. Seeing vegetables are cheap now, it would not be 
a bad idea to buy some and put them away, providing the conditions in the 
cellar are favorable. 

Select a suitable portion of the cellar. Board it off from the rest of 
the cellar. Cover the boards with felt paper. Do so on both sides of the 
partition and do a thorough job. Your object is to exclude the artificial 
heat from the furnace. Provide a false floor for part of this room. Nail 
a few slats on one of the walls. Build a few bins on one side of the room. 
Provide a few hooks in the ceiling. Order a load of builders’ sand and 
store It In one of the bins. Provide a few slat boxes and old bags. 

The reasons for this advice are given in what follows: 

CAUTIONS ABOUT STORING 

Don’t let the frost Injure the crops before you take them into the cellar. 
Don’t bring them in while they are in a moist condition. 

Don't cover roots with damp sand If the cellar is hot. They will start 
to grow If you do. Eat them quickly, can, dry or give away in preference. 

Don’t let cold winds dry out your potatoes. If you do a bitter taste is 
the result. 

Don’t try to store onions, squash or pumpkins in a cool cellar. They 
will keep better in the attic. 

Don’t forget to watch your storage room and sort out decayed speci¬ 
mens before the trouble spreads. 

Don’t forgot that a thermometer is a good friend in a storage room. 
If it is impossible to provide a special storage place as suggested, select 
that part of the cellar farthest removed from the furnace where the great¬ 
est amount of air circulation takes place.

CORN FLAKE POTATOES 

6 hot boiled potatoes 
4 tablespoons mayonnaise

bake in a hot oven (425 deg. F.), or 
toast under the broiler flame, turn¬ 
ing frequently, until well browned.

rinkle with salt and % teaspoon 
molasses for each portion. 

Put a little water in bottom of 
baking dish. Cover and bake one 
hour in moderate oven. 

At the end of the first 80 minutes, 
place in each piece a few small link 
lausages which have been put Into 
cold water and heated to the boiling 
point. Finish baking uncovered. 

For youngsters, the squash may be 
baked without the addition of sau¬ 
sages, and served instead with slices 
of crisp bacon. 

COLOR TREND CHANGING 

A trend towards the choice of 
lighter and more colorful paint 
shades for automobiles is reported by 
manufacturers. Black and dark blues, 
which used to account for practically 
half of the volume of automobile 
finishing, still range highest in color 
preference but their margin has been 
considerably cut. In modem car 
finishing, some 60 per cent, of the 
preference goes to such colors as 
light green, beige, grey and marine

CALGARY. — Insurance against 
damage to crops by feeding ducks, 
may become a federal responsibility 
If a report being prepared by Dr. 
Oliver Hewitt, Ottawa Dominion 
Wild Life Service Inspector, Is ac¬ 
cepted. 

After inspecting crop districts in 
the Calgary area, Dr. Hewitt report¬ 
ed that extensive damage has been 
done by ducks feeding off crops In 

Honey Crop Up 
By 13 Per Cent. 

OTTAWA. — The honey crop this 
year is estimated at 41,853,000 
pounds, 13 per cent, more than last 
year’s and 17 per cent, greater than 
the average for the five years prior 
to the war. 

A preliminary honey crop report 
says although the number of colonies 
has dropped this year from 588,700 
to 661,700, the average yield Is up 
from 63 pounds to 74%.

MORE~ STRAW 
BALED FOR FODDER 

SWIFT CURRENT. - There was 
more baled straw between Swift Cur¬ 
rent and Prince Albert this year 
than he had ever seen in his life be¬ 
fore, L. M, Ogilvie, agriculture super¬ 
visor said after returning from a two 
weeks tour of the northern part of 
the province. 

Mr. Ogilvie attributed this fact to 
the shortage of feed in many points 
in the province this year. In many 
cases he said the baling operation 
was completed the same day that the 
combining was done. 

Mr. Ogilvie said that this indicated 
to him that farmers all the way 
north were aware of the fodder 
shortage, and were taking this means 
of putting up straw in as small a 
space as possible for the winter 
months. In this form it is easily 
shipped to other points In the prov¬ 
ince when additional straw is requlr- 


the Blackie and Brant district and 
lighter damage around Brooks where 
a heavy yield is anticipated this 
year. 

Dr. Hewitt said in Calgary, follow¬ 
ing his inspection, that he would rec¬ 
ommend that some form of federal 
Insurance be available to recompense 
farmers against crop damage by 
feeding ducks, 

A similar recommendation was 
passed at the annual meeting of the 
Alberta Fish and Game association 
early this year. It urged that some 
form of insurance, similar to hail in¬ 
surance, he paid farmers. 

Dr. Hewitt said that if colder 
weather started freezing ponds in the 
north, the birds would be driven 
south earlier than usual and farmers 
could then expect heavy losses unless 
their crops were harvested. 

Winter wheat and rye crops In the 
district east of High River were 
bearing the brunt of the attack. 
Crops lying In swath on the ground 
were providing feeding grounds for 
the ducks and farmers do not have 
the men to spare to go after the 
birds In an all out attack. 

Successful Transfer 
Of Moose From 
Elk Island Park 

The successful transfer of 10 
moose, five male and five female, 
from Elk Island National Park, Al¬ 
berta, to Cape Breton Highlands Na¬ 
tional Park, Nova Scotia, by the Na¬ 
tional Parks Service of the Depart¬ 
ment of Mines and Resources, was 
announced. 

The 2,500-mlle trip, which lasted 
nine days, was made over Canadian 
National Railways lines, The ani¬ 
mals were taken by special truck 
from Little Bras d'Or, near Sydney, 
N.S., to the Roper’s Brook area in 
the Cape Breton Park, where they 
were released. Officials of the Na¬ 
tional Parks Service and the Domin¬ 
ion Wildlife Service had charge of 
the moose during the entire trip. 

At one time moose were abundant 
on Cape Breton Island, but excessive 
exploitation resulted in their exter¬ 
mination. In winter, when deep snow 
made the animals helpless, hunters 
often slaughtered them in their win 
ter “yards”. 

Under sanctuary conditions, how¬ 
ever, wild animals that were virtual¬ 
ly extinct at the turn of the century 
are once again thriving. The buffalo 
is a classic example. 

The re-establishment of moose in 
Cape Breton Highlands National 
Park li regarded as an important 
project. A recent investigation of 
wildlife conditions there revealed 
that the area is excellent moose 
range. Under these favourable con¬ 
ditions the moose should increase 
rapidly.

Thirty years ago eggs averaged 18 p 
to 19 ounces a dozen. Breeding pro- y 
grams produced strains capable of y 
laying eggs weighing anywhere from y 
26 to 28 ounces a dozen. Now, ap- j. 
proximately seven per cent, of the 
eggs on the market weigh more than y 
28 ounces to a dozen. p 

Crates simply weren’t able to cope r 
with the expended barnyard fruit. c 
Mr. Darnell said that of every case j 
sent overseas during the war, an av¬ 
erage of one dozen eggs arrived 
cracked or broken because egg slots 
weren’t large enough. 

Manitoba producers got together 
and asked the federal government if 
the size of crates could be increased. 
“Go ahead”—the producers were told. 
They did—and the railways started 
beefing since it affected space allot¬ 
ments. 

S Mr. Darnell said that through a 
new breeding policy it was hoped to 
reduce somewhat the number ~of 
oversize eggs on the market. Raisers 
also are being discouraged from 
shipping big eggs overseas. The 
jumbo eggs mostly are being absorb¬ 
ed by the home market. However, 
since an overseas quota must be met 
at least some of the big fellows get 
on the boat.

CAUTION URGED 
IN FALL SEEDING 

REGINA. — For the protection of 
crops, seeding of fall rye and winter 
wheat this year should be delayed 
until grasshoppers have practically 
disappeared, Field Crops Commis¬ 
sioner W. H. Horner said recently in 
pointing out that even a small num¬ 
ber of ’hoppers could do much dam¬ 
age when grain starts coming up. 

Mr. Horner added that stubble 
fields in infested areas should not be 
seeded, since such fields were likely 
to be heavily infested with grasshop¬ 
per eggs. Widespread damage when 
hatching begins next spring would 
be “almost inevitable” because of the 
difficulty in controlling this type of 
infestation. 

Not only were crops sown on stub¬ 
ble-infested fields likely to be lost but 
there was also a danger of ’hoppers 
moving to nearby summerfallow 
crops and destroying them, Mr. 
Horner concluded.

The only known sources of supply are in Calgary and 
Lethbridge and the'cost laid down at Hillcrest is $5.64 
per 100 lbs., as compared to $4.49 paid our producers. 

Obviously this imported milk can not be sold at pre¬ 
vailing prices. Furthermore our producers have request¬ 
ed an increase in the price paid to them. 

It has been decided to increase the price of milk by 
2 cents a quart and to pay the producers an increase of 
38 cents per 100 lbs. The balance of the increase is re¬ 
quired by the Company to pay for the imported milk, 
increased wages to employees and other increased costs.
